SNAKE IN A SACK. 


PjstalOierk E lgar F. Ford Is Askti 
to Explain 


Edgar P. Ford, a postal clerk cn 
the Katy and a memb er of E. E. 
Bixb y’s crew, is asked b y Uncle 
Sam to explain an unusual incident 
that occurred on the Arkansas di­ 
vision of the MisFouri Pacific, ex­ 
tending from Coffevviile, Kas , to 
Little Rock, A rk., July 2 ut. 
On that date a sack of ma 1 
worked b y Mr. Ford was trans­ 
ferred from the Katy to T. B. Lit­ 
tlejohn at Wagoner, 
I. T., 
and 
when he emptied it upon the tab le 
he was horrified at discovering a 
good-sized rattlesnake, which 
he 
sa}H in his official report to the 
postal 
authorities he 
dispatched 
with u b ioom handle. 
Mr. Littlejohn made report of 
the incident to his chief clerk, who, 
in turn, passed the document to 
other heads of the service, seven in 
all, and today it reached Chiet 
Clerk E. E. Bixb y, who will pre­ 
sent the papers to Mr. Ford and 
request a detailed explanation. 
Mr. Bixb y has b een in the postal 
service for the past twenty years, 
and says this is the first time in all 
of that period that anything of this 
kind has come under his ob serva­ 
tion. 
Mr. Ford is a strict prohib ition­ 
ist, the D e m oc r at 
is aware, so the 
reptile could not 
have escaped 
from his b oots, and his explanation 
is awaited with interest.

Thirteen Men Killed and Others Re­ 
ported Missing. 


A most disastrous explosion oc­ 
curred last evening at 6 .-30 o ’clock 
at No. 3 mine at Bowen, a small 
camp 
about 
ten 
miles north of 
Trinidad, Col., io which thirieen 
lives are k n jw o to have been lost. 
The exact number of men working 
on the night shift and in the mine 
at the time of the explosion is un­ 
known. 
The mine is worked by 
the Union Coal company, of D en­ 
ver, and is a slope mine, situated 
on the mountain side, and about 
400 yards from the tipple below. 
The explosion occurred about 800 
feet from the mouth of the slope, 
and was caused by fire damp. 
Immediately alter the night shift 
had started in the slope, a startling 
explosion occurred, entirely filling 
the mouth of the slope and shaking 
buildings and break’ng \vind'>” ’« 
for a mile distant. 
O w ing to the mouth of the slope 
being filled, the rescuers were de­ 
layed for some time, but succeeded 
in reaching part of the men through 
an o.d slope, and eight dead bodies 
were quickly brought to the sur­ 
face. 
The mine is filled with gas and 
smoke and the rescuers are afraid 
of after-dimp and are unable to 
stay in the mine more than a short 
time. Mothers, wives and children 
of the dead and imprisoned miners 
are almost crazed with grief, and 
the scene presented at the mouth 
of the mine is a most pathetic one. 
The powder house in the mine, 
usually containing 1,000 pounds of 
powder, 
blew up and it is this 
which caused such great disaster. 
The general belief is that the entire 
mine has been ruined, and, if not, 
it will take months to get it in 
order again. 
The rescuing party 
are pushing forward with all pos­ 
sible speed and before many hours 
the exact number of lives lost and 
the total amount of damage can be 
determined.
